A WISE ‘ENGLISH MAGISTRATE. 


Mr. Magistrate Saunders, at the London 
Thames Police Court, on Dec. 21, put his foot 
down with effect on the maudlin morality that 
of late years has done so much to repress arenic 
sport in England: Smith and Knifton and 
about a dozen surporters were before him 
charged with, being concerned in an intended 
prize fight for the championship of England. 
The defendants had been arrested in a van 
driven by an innocent-looking, leather-aproned 
fellow who was whistling merrily in the morn- 
ing air, when the police pounced upon it and 
found the men comfortably seated in sundry 
packing cases. The defence was that no prize 
fight was intended nor made, one of them, Mr. 
James Goode, fish dealer of Bethnal Green, de- 
claring that the money was only intended as 
an advertisement for some future boxing 
match. Goode further told the magistrate that 
the best thing for Smith and Knifton to do was 
to stay at home and not go to America to box 
people there to take the money out of their 
pockets—whatever he ment by that—and that 
a boxing association had been recently 
tormed with the object of encouraging boxing, 
that sport Englishmen so _ dealy loved. 
Mr. Magistrate Saunders without paying much 
heed to the police solicitor, said that he had no 
doubt that a prike fight was intended, but he 
did not look with anything like horror on the 
prize ring, for in former days it had done a 
great dcal of good among, the common people. 
In the prize ring. roper, rules were laid down 
and these were: sonducted in a proper manner, 
and contrasted very favorably with the revol- 
ver, knife and stiletto encounters which were 
in vogue in some parts of the Continent. Prize 
fighting in its Honest sense had" been of im- 
mense benefit ito England. He did not think 
the case should go ‘any. further, and at once dis- 
charged the defendants ‘on their giving: surety 
to keep the peace in #0 each, which was at once 
tendered, and the defendants left the court in 
high feather at hia, _worship’s words of. warm 
encouragement | ofthe noble artofhoxing, which 
were loudly applauded by the audience, This 
little speech of. the Thames police magistrate 
has caused quite an excitement . among all 
classes, and it is said will be the subject of 
question in Parliament when it meets in Jan- 
uary. It is certainly the most surprisingly au- 
thoritative commendation of the sport given by. 
a Government official since the palmy days of 
the ring.

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THIS WICKED WORLD. 


A Few Samples of Man's Duplicity and 
Woman’s Worse than 
Weakness. 
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Mrs. Mary Lynch. 


A cold-blooded murder was perpetrated last week 
near Newtown, Conn. William Warner, a young man 
well known in _Bridgeport, bas of late been quite in- 
timate with’ Mrs. Mary Lynch, a young married 
woman who formerly resided in Bridgeport with her 
nusband. A few weeks ago Mrs. Lynch left her 
home and went-to her mother’s, who lives near New. 
town. Warner called to see ber, and as near as can 
be learned they quarreled, during which Warner drew 
a pistol and shot Mrs. Lynch through the heart. The 
unfortunate, woman fell to the floor a corpse, tace 
downward. Warner asked her mother tf she thought 
Mars was dead and at the same instant sent another 
bullet through ber back between the shoulders. 
Warner then left the house. 

The murdefer returned to the house the next morn- 
ing and shot bimselt. His body was found lying across 
that of his victim. He left a note in which he gave 
the cause Of the murder as jealousy. 

After the shooting Warner went to Hatterstown, as 
was shown by his footprints in the snow which had 
fallen, and after wandering around there, returned to 
the scene of the tragedy and seated himself on the 
stone wall in front of the premises. 

Several parties passed while he was stiting there 
and recognized him. The'alarm was given tbat War- 
ner had returned to the house in which his victim lay, 
and the inhabitants of' thé town armed themselves 
with all kinds of weapons and started fur the house. 
They did not immediately enter, for Warner called 
out in a loud voice, “Keep away. or [ll shoot the first 
— — — — who tries to enter.” 

The men satisfied themselves by surrounding the 
house, leaving no avenue of escape to the murderer. 

This was all tnat was done by the excited populace 
of the little town until about 7:30 o’clock, when ex- 
Sherift Aarup Sanford arrived. He was very indignant 
to think that one man could scare two score, and im- 
mediately offéred to lead-the way iuto the bouse. 
Under his guidance and lead a dozen of the men 
moved forward. 

Suddenly a-pistol shot was heard and some of the 
men ducked 95 if to avoid a shot. Still Santord bravely 
led the way and received no opposition.

Whenever 
she laughs you forget to be dignifier. and you: laugh 
with ber, for which she is sure to chastise you very 
promptly: for, whatever she may do herself, she does 
not permit unseemly hilarity in others. 

As she leaned back in the chaic one could not help 
seeing the pretty little foot in the pretty little shoe 
which peeped out from below the neat walking dress 


‘which the lady wore. It seemed at first to be a shoe, 


but a second look discovered something peculiar about 
it, and ove could not help taking a second look. Sure 
enough it was a riding boot and the tall top was creep- 
ing down puckered and rumpled like the bejlows of a 
concertina, or jike a wide stocking without a garter.

JEALOUS OF A CLERGYMAN.

In the New York Sun of Wednesday week was 
printed an account of an encounter on a Niagara Falls 
train between the Rev. Oliver J. Booth, réctor of the 
Charch of the Ascension, of Buffalo, N. Y., and a 
stranger, whose name was said to be Smythe. It has 
been learned that the preacher's assailant was Gen. 
William Sooy Smith, the hero of the cavalry charge 
on Mobile, and now a civil engineer and contractor. 
It appears that Gen. Smith, who is now over fifty-five 
years of age, was married for the ‘third time to-Miss 
Josie Hartwell, of St. Catherines. Sbeis only thirty 
years old.and is a. beautiful blonde, who had long 
been the belle of St. Catherines. She has blue eves 
and light hair. is of medium height and has a°fine 
physique.: The General met ber on a Western trip, 
and it was acase of lové at first sight.’ The Rev. Mr. 
Rooth married them. He had been until two years 
ago the rector of St. Thomas’ Church in St.Catherines, 





‘having gone there five years before trom Montreal., 


There he had been a bank clerk before taking holy 
orders, AtSt. Catherines he married Miss St. John, 
whose father is wealthy. The Hartwell and St. John 
tamilies have long been intimate. 

A few weeks ago Ge. Smith’s wife went home to 
visit her mother, and at Christmastide Mr. Booth also 
went to St. Catherines. Gen. Smith’s friends say he 
was jealous of his beautiful wife, and that her former 
aumirers took occasion to make him unhappy by 
sending bim letters in which unkindly words were 
said about ber conduct. The trouble on the train is 
ascribed to one of these letters, whicb said that Mr. 
Booth was too friendly to Mrs. Smith and that he was 
going over tosee her. The General found the clergy 
man 04 the train, and accused him of attempting to 


intertere with bis domestic affairs, This led to an in- 


dignant denial and was followed by an excited con- 
versation. Gen. Smith took Dr. Booth by the throat, 
when William O’Donnell, the brakeman, interfered. 
Edmund Wbeeler. a friend of the rector. also aided in 
restoring peace, and there was no further violence 
until after Mr. Wheeler lett the train at Niagara Falls. 
Then the discussion was resume’ and, according to 
the brak2man, Gen. Smith drew his revolver while 
the train was at Suspension Bridge. O'Donnell touk 
the weapon away. 

Gen. Smith and the rector went to the Western 
Hotel, where they obtained a room, 1n which they 
bad a long talk. Engineer Sackett, ot the Erie Rail- 
road. who was an occupant of the next room, was an 
unwilling listener to some of the conversation. The 
General accused Mr. Booth of kissing his wife, and 
said he had documentary evidence of the truth of his 
allegatior. The minister denied it, and evidently sat- 
istied Gen Smith that he was innocent, for they went 
together to St. Catherines to see their wives, 

Mr. Booth was seen by a reporter and asked about 
the occurrence At first be said that nothing ot the 
kind had happened, but afterwards be said tbat the 
aftair was due to a misunderstanding. The attack was 
evtirely unprovoged, he said, and tbere was poground 
tor the accusation tbat he had been intimate with Mrs. 
Smith. The matter had been amicably adjusted, and 
he would only authorize tbat statement witbout using 
his name. 

Gen. Smith was seen at St. Catherines. He did not 
deny that there was trouble on the train, but refused 
to talk about the cause. He and bis wife will return 
to New York together. They attended a concert at 
St. Thomas’ Charch with the Booth family on the 
night after the episode on thetrain. Frmends of the 
tamilies are indignant that publicity is given to the 
case. The Sun’s despatcb was reprinted by the St. 
-Catherines Journal the other afternoon, and the office 
was quickly crowded with persons eager to read it,

James E, Nowlan. 


DELIBERATE MURDER. 


A Story which Outranks the Worst 
Atrocity Hitherto Borne on the 
Blood-stained Annals of New 
England.

A murder rivalling io horror the notorious Charles 
River tragedy of two years ago has thrown Lexington, 
Mass.,intoastate of feverish excitement. Late the 
afternoon of Jan. 4, a small boy, while passing by the 
old Lincoln road, saw what he supposed to be a bun- 
dle of clothing halt buried in the snow on the other 
side of the stone wall which skirted the thoroughfare. 
On jumping over the wall he found rolled carelessly 
together, as if thrown from a passing train, a com 
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Gatbering up the clothes. 


plete suit of clothes, evidently belonging originally to 
a man tin well-to-do circumstances. The boy wonder 
ingly examined the outside garments, and on pulling 
aside the covering was startled to see the clothing 
wet with blood, which even then covered the gar- | 
ments in large clots. Recognizing the necessity of at 
once reporting the discovery to the authorities, he 
gathered the clothes together and hastened to the 
office of the Selectmen of the town, and the news of 
the discovery of tbe bloody clothing spread like fire 
and soon everybody in town knew of the mysterious 
bundle of clothing. The theors of murder was not 
confirmed until next morning, however, when a Lin- 
coln farmer came tearing Into town with the follow: 
ing story: . 
*“*While coming down to town, and when near Grape 
vine corner,’’ he said, “I noticed a pool of blood in the

svow. I climbed over the bank, looked over the 
wall, and there saw the arm of a man, severed from 
the body at tbe shoulder, lying upon thesnow. Be- 
yond was the mutilated remains of a human head, 
gasbed and distorted by aterrible wound. It was an 
awful sight. There was a part of the neck remaining, 
and it could be seen that the head bad been chopped 
from the body with a dullax. On the left side the 
sku)! was crushed in and an ugly gasb across the nose 
had nearly disfigured the victim.” 

The PoLICcE GAZETTE correspondent, who heard 
the farmer's tale, started with others for the scene. 


tracted the farmer’s attention was directly in‘ the 
middle of tne road, and from appearances had been 
made by the fall of the bead upon tbe ground. A 
small piece of bair and fiesh was noticeable in the 
icy mass, Perhaps ten feet above,on a gradually 
sloping bank, isa tumble-down stone wall, which di- 
vides the road from the Carry farm. Just over the 
wall was the head, face upward in the snow. Al- 
though disfigured much it was possible to secure a fair 
description of the victim. A mile further up the road 
the PoLtick GAZETTE correspondent found a deep

guily, and peering down through the twigs and 
bushes there, stark naked in the crimson snow, lay 
a headless body, rigid and ghastlyin the morning 
light. Deep cutsin the hip and foreleg indicated the 
intention of the murderers to sever the left limb, as 
they bad the right, which had been rudely cbopped 
off at the thigh. One arm also was missing from the 
body, and presumably was that found with the head 
down the road. 

Only one clue was at hand. A large rubber horse- 

cover had been thrown from the road to cunceal the 
remains, but the blanket fell on intervening bushes 
and landed several feet beyond the ‘mangled body. 
The spot where the murderer chose to leave his vic- 
tim was particularly fitted for that purpose. It j3 wild 
and lovely and the nearest house is over a mile away. 
As the road winds among the hills it crosses a deep ra- 
vine from which it has been built up. The sides of the 
ravine are covered witb a low growth of brush, and in 
this the body and tbe rubber- blanket were found. 
They were almost hidden from sight. 
The murderer had well covered up his work and no 
tracks or marks have been left at either of the places 
where parts of the body were found that would lead to 
his identity. The only thing missing now is the right 
leg of the murdered man, and that was cut off or am- 
putated in the most heartless manner. Tne mutilated 
remains of the murdered man were identified as those 
ot George A. Codman, of Somerville. Heisa young, 
unmarried man, who boarded with L. B. Pillsbury at 
No. 16 Mills street aud carried on the milk business, 
putting up bis horses in Sargent avenue. 

On Jan. 6, Nowlan., the dead man’s hostler, who had 
been arrested on suspicion, contessed to killing his 
employer. 

The first story which Nowlan told the police was to 
the effect that be jast saw Codman at ll A. M. on 
Tuesday, when he drove away in his own sleigh with 
a stranger whom Nowlan had never seen betore. The 
boy said.tbat Codman told: bim he was going away 
for an indefinite time, and that he left bim in charge 
of bis business. This statement, the police soon found 
by investigation, could not possibly be true. They 
learned that Nowlan had called at Codman’s bearding 
house at about 1 P. M., and said he was sent by Cod- 
man for bis money and other articles. The servant, 
knowing that Nowlan was-in Codman's employ, al- 
lowed the boy to go to his rogm, from which he car- 
ried away a desk containing about $295in money and 
other articles. The boy then said that Codman was 
waiting for him 1n bis sleigh around the corner, and 
that be was about starting off foran indefinite absence. 
The police soon became suspicious tbat the murder 
had been coamitted in Codman’s stable on Sargent 
avenue... In the evening they made a search. which 
confirmed their suspicions. The sleigh was stained 
with blood; and ineffectual attempts had been made 
to wash away the marks. Behind achest a box was 
found which contained a mass of flesh and gore. In 
another place was ap... <e. still smeared with biood. 
It waggno longer possible t} doubt that the scene of the 
crime had been discovered, and circumstances naiu- 
rally pointed strongly to Nowlan. 

The police contronted the 17-year old prisoner with 


some of the evidence they had discovered. The bey 
began to weaken and change his tactics. He admit- 
ted full knowledge of the murder, but denied that he 
bimselft bad a direct band Ip it. He namedtwo young 
fellows of bad reputation as the principals, and de-

Afterwards, therefore, the police began to doubt 
that Nowlan had any accomplices in the crime. Chief 
Parkhurst and Capt. Perry then had another 
talk with the boy.

Then the Chief produced the 
bloody axe, and asked the lad if be knew to whom itt 
belonged. 

“Yes, that isCodman’s axe,” was the hesitating re. 
ply. 

“Come up here to the light and see the blood on it,”’ 
said the chief, sharply. 

For the first time the boy showed signs of weakness 
and terror. He trembled violently from head to foot 
and hung back. Soon he broke down, and for the first 
time evidently told the whole fruth. 

“I did it alone,’ he said, brokenly, “but I didn’t kill 
him with the axe. It was with a knife.” 

Gradually and point by point he made known the 


io mind for some days. Codman’s inclination to boast 
of his profitable business furnished the motive. On 
Monday Codman spoke of the large sum of money he 
expected to collect.from his customers that day. 

.I suppose you'll collect abuut $1,000, won’t you ?” 
said Nowlan. 

**No, I guess not more than $600." was the reply. 

Nowlan expected to secure the $600 as the reward of 
his crime, and be was mucbh disappointed that the 
proceeds should be Jess than halftbatsum. He went 
to the stable and met Codman soon after2 A. M.on 
Tuesday. He had fully made up bis mind to kill bim 
then and there. He armed bimself with a large 
butcher's Knife, baving a sharp point aud unusually 
keen edge. In the dim light made by a single lantern 
he stepped up behind his victim, reached over his 
shoulder, and with a downward blow plunged the 
kvife into his neck just below the jaw bone. The 
stroke was a fatalone. A large artery was severed, 
and blood poured from the wound iv astream. Cod- 
man made no outcry, no struggle. He simply stag. 
gered for a moment and fell heavily to the floor. The 
young assassin watched him fora tew moments, and 
did not again touch the dying man until life was ex- 
tinct. Then be pushed the body beneath a pung, cov- 
ered it with a blanket, and spent nearly two hours in 
trying to clean up the blood. At about 50’clock the 
young murderer went home, awoke bis younger 
brother and took him over the regular milk ‘route,

First he threw the clothes, without 
stopping, over the wall ‘by th@ road.. Half a mile 
further on he stopped and lifted the bedy out 
into the middle of the road. Thinking to 
make identification impossible, he chopped off the 
head and mutilated the features. The head and ove 
arm he threw over the wall,and drove on. In the 
middle of the road he left a large pool of blood, made 
by chopping off the bead. A mile anda half further 
on he lifted the hody over the wall Into a gully and at. 
tempted to throw the blanket over it., Not far off, be 
says, he left under a bush the leg,,which is still miss 
ing. A reporter searched in vain for it during the 
afternoon. About nine inches of suow fell during the 
night, and it will probably not be found unfil after the 
next thaw. Driving on from tbe,last mentioned 
point, the thoroughly terrified murderer thought only 
of getting away from the evidence of his guilt. He 
avoided the town of Lincoln by about a half mile, and 
took a cross-road to Waltham. Thence he drove 
quickly back to Somerville, where he arrived at about 
5 P.M. The horse, which was exhausted, was unhbar- 
nessed and put in tbe stable, and then Nowlan went 
to hisbome. He had recovered from bis terror, and 
to his folks he appeared as usual. 

In confirmation of the boy's. confession the police 
tound at the stable, under the flooring, the blood: 
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stained knife with which the deed; was committed. 
Although it had been washed it still bore traces of 
blood near the handle. It is @p -qxdinary butcher's 
knife, with a bone bandle and a bladg@gyer a toot lore, 
ground to aVery fine edge. .Tie police also found an 
ice pick, such as is used on ice carts, and there were 
blood spots on the head and handie,. although this, 
_too. had: been washed. It has been ascertained in 
further contirmation that Nowlan told several persons 
at least a weck ago thai Codman was intending to go 
away, and be told his tamily witbin.geday or two. It 
is supposed that he intended tts to confirm the story 
he had matured of having Codman reported as going 
away with a stranger. at 

James Eiward Nowlan, the murderer, is a hand: 
some lad, a little over seventeen years at uge. He has 
dark hair, a fresb and ruddy face. brown eyes, shade: 
by heavy evebrows, and in. his whole appearance i- 
remarkably prepossessing and intelligent. He ix one 
of a family of four brotbers..ane older and two 
younger, who live with their’ mother on Autumn 
avenue. in East Somerville. While ‘nothing really 
bad is known of the boys, they, have {hé reputation of 
being bot-blooded and alittle wiid, and fhlis reputation 
Edward,as tbey call him, has shated with them. He 
was dsicharged by the man for whom he worked pre

PUNCHING AN EDITOR. 


{Subject of Uustration. | 
What is said to have been a most cowardly assault 
took place iu the office of John O’Day & Bro., Spring 
field, Ohio, shortly afer 8 o’clock the other morning. 
‘Mr. Strother, the editor of the Leader. who was un- 
armed, accepted an invitation to go upon what he 
supposed was a business mission, and instead of that 
he was confronied with a cane, boots and other wis- 
siles and bacly beaten ever the head. His statement, 
which appears below, gives the details of the affair. 
and we will Iet bim tell them, which are as follows: 
**About 8 o’clock I was on my way to the office and 
stopped at the ‘postoffice as usual. There I saw Eu 
O'Day standing near the door. After getting my 
mall I went onto my office.- At the corner of the 
Greene county national bank I was met by John and 
Ed O’Day. Jobn O’Day asked me to come into their 
office. I replied that I would as soon asI took my books 
and papers to the Leader office. Jotn O’Day re- 
marked: ‘No, come wow : you won’t be hurt.’ I re- 
plied: ‘fam not afraid of being burt and wil! go with 
you now.’ After getting into the office John O'Day 
banded me a written statement retracting what [ had 
said iu the Leader, ‘that he. had left Wisconsin with 
the ‘record. ‘of a thief bebind him; that I knew the 
same to be false‘at the time, and that it was written 
for the purposs of injuring bim.’ He wanted me to 
sign his statément, which I refused todo. He imme- 
diately struck me with his fist. I at once closed with 
bim and in a second or so had him on the floor and 
wasontopofhim. At this juncture Ed O’Day pul'ed 
me oft his’ broth<. wacxward and kicked me with his 
foot on the bead. John O'Day was by this time on his 
feet, and while I was yet down struck me over the 
head seyeral times with a heavy cane. I struggled to 
my feet and tried to defend myself, but was brought 
down again by a heavy blow on the head with a cane 
which laid open my scalp. John and Ed O’ Day then 
began striking and kicking me with boots, fists, re- 
volvers and canes. 

“Sust at thisjuncture John McGregor and Walter 
Crenshaw came into the room and at once interfered. 
The two O'Days bad their revolvers drawn-and swore 
that they intended to kil! me unless [signed the paper 
above mentioned. Believing that ny life depended 
on it, and yielding to persuasion, I signed 1t. Iwas 
.accompanied out by Messrs. Crenshaw and McGregor, 
-and- immediately swore -out-a-warrant before Justice 
Evans for the arrest of my assailants. I have nothing 
more to fsay beyond denouncing the attack and its 
method as brutal and cowardly in the extreme, which 
nomen of honorand courage would have been gailty, 
of. T was totally_unarmed, and the statement was 

signed under protest.” 

Shortly after the aftray occurred Mr. Strother, ac- 
companied by A. Z. Chambers, proceeded to the office 
af Justice Evans and swore out a warrant fur Ed. and 
Jobn 0” Day. charging thert with fetonious assault. It 
was given to ‘Cohstable Thomas and be arrested Jobn 
on the train, who. was ina sleeping car, which left the 
station ina few minutes aftverwardsfgoing East. Ed. 
‘cotiveyed him fo the train in a buggy. and was also ar- 
rested at the train. They were brought over and rec. 
ognized in the sum of $500 each to appear before the 
Circuit Court.

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TWENTY LIVES LOST AT SEA. : 


A most disastrous shipwreck occurred at 2 o’clock 
the morning of Jan. 8th, near the Little Island lite- 
saving station, fourteen miles south of Cape Henry. 
Va. Not less than twenty lives were lost, among them 
five life-saving men, who, in the discharge of their 
duty. were drowned. T'be morning was bitterly cold, 
anda blinding snow storm prevailed, with the wind 
blowing a gale from the vortheast. During a lull in 
the'storm the life-saving patro! trom Little Island lite- 
saving station sighted a large sbip stranded on the bar 
about 800 yards from the shore. When he saw the 
vessel he was on bis way to mevt the patrol from Dam 
Neck station and exchange checks showing that botb 
patrolmen had been to theend of their beat. The 
Dam Neck ‘patrol was only a few yards distant when 
the vessel was sighted, and buth fired rockets to nott- 
ty the crew of the stranded ship that she had been 
seen. They hurried back to their respective stations 
and gave the alarm. -. 

In a little while both crews, with lifeboats and ap- 
paratus, were abreast of the wreck, and the boom of a 
mortar announced that a hne had been shot out to the 
ill-fated vessel.’ ‘The shot was unsuccessful, and a sec- 
ond was fired with like result. After firing six unsuc- 
cessful sbots, the life-saving men determined to brave 
the furious sea and the death which seemed certain to 
await their venture. The word of command beiug. 
given by Capt. Belanza of Life Saving Station No. 4, 
known as Little Island, six of the most expert boat- 
men manned each boat. At his command the men 
gavé way with a will, and in a moment both boats 
were breasting the furious waves. They reached the 
ship in safety, and five ot the ship's crew were taken 
in a liteboat and ten in a ship’s boat, which was 
jJaunched for the purpose. Tbe boats were headed for 
shore and not a word was spoken, for each man real. 
ized the awful peril which surrounded them. With-a’ 
steady pull the two boats were making good headway 
for shore, when a wave of great power struck both ° 
boats, capsizing them instantly and pitching their | 
tventy-two occupants into the boiling sea. 

Tben began a desperate struggle for lite, and with 
many of the men it was a prolonged one, The horri- 
fied life-savers on the beach were powerless to assist 
their drowning comrades or the unfortunate strangers. 
The drowning men were carried southward by the 
seas, and some of them were washed ashore. As they 
came within reach they were picked up, and endeav- 
ors were made to revive them, and in two instances 
with success, although one of the two is badly injured. 

The vessel is the German ship Elizabeth, Capt. 
Halberstadt, trom Hamburg to Baltimore, and not 
one of ber crew survives her wreck. Her cargo is un- 
known, as the high seas have thus far prevented any 
attempt to reach her. It is thought she is leaking 
badly, and at sunset ber masts were thought to be 
giving way. ’ 

Ot the life-saving crew the tollowing were lost : Abel 
Belanza, captain of No. 4. known as Little Island, J. 
W. Land, same station; George W. Stone, same; J. 
A. Belanza, of Dam Neck station, and brother of Abel; 
Joseph Spratley, of Dam Neck. 

John Etheridge and Frauk Tetford, of No. 4 station, 
were washed ashore and resuscitated, but Etheridge 
isso badly injured that it is thought hecannot survive.

‘flesh sank In furrows of salt blood. 

This waif was repeatedly dipped in cold water, des- 
titute of clothing, and then tied to a stump or branch- 
less tree far away from the house, not a sigh, sob or 
tear escaping the acme of his youthful martyrdom, 
but completely broken down with that grief that does 
not speak. At last the closing scene is presented when 
Cloe Robinson suspends the boy by his feet, and dur- 
ing bis flaggellation, while his body is swaying to and 
tro, bis head strikes upon the door, and thoroughly 
hruising his bead and the beating with the rope causes 
bis body to descend to the floor. In his writhing and 
struggling he éndeavors to craw! beneath the dress of 
his assailant, whey she tramps upon his breast and 
body until the tissues beneath are one mass of clotted 
blood. The ferocity and violence wou'd xlimost equal 
the borrors ot the Inquisition ot the Dark Ages or the 
tribal conflicts of the Garos of India. Mrs. Robinson's 
apron and the rope she used are both covered with 
blood and will appear in evidence at the proper 
time.

Well, Barnes and Ryan had 
Killen under their thumb for about two weeks, and I presume 
that Pat thought that he was dealing with two angels without 
wings. I arrived in St. Paul Dec. 21, and after dinner I visited 
some friends and also strolled all over the city to see if the man- 
azement had billed the city properly. I found 7 34-sheet posters‘and 
about the same number of cuts of Killen in ring costume. I re- 
turned to the hotel and asked Barnes how much the printing bill 
would amount to, and he started off with items that made my head 
awim. In fact I thought that I had got off at the wrong station, or 
perhaps the ice palace they are building there now had blinded me. 
To say the least, I knew that there was something ‘‘rotten in Den- 
mark.’ I kne-v that Ryan was a very slick article, but I flattered 
myself that if I could draw him into a conversation for a few min- 
utes I could pretty near tell what hand he intended to play in the 
great St. Paul fizzle. Well, I saw Ryan and he started of rough- 
shod to show me what he knew, and alsoa few things that he did 
not know. Itdid not take him long. He told me all the corre- 
spondence that Barnes and myself had. Barnes wrote me that

The long-pending prize ring encounter between Jim 
. Evans and Billy. Manning was decided at Kansas City on Jan. 2. 
A ring was erected in a barn and the principals and their seconds 
were hustled into the house afier the honest farmer had sent his 
family off to church and the crowd was left out at the barn, where 
for three hours they kicked their heels together and cursed their 
luck while Manning and Evans were coming to terms. There was 
not enough money in the pot to suit either of the men and they 
kept the crowd between a cold sweat and freezing to death from 
noon until after 3 o'clock before they would consent to go into the 
ring. Most of the spectators had left in the morning without thcir 
breakfasts, and as there was not a thing toeat anywhere in sicht. 
they had the reverse of a delightful time waiting 1n the frightfully 
cold air for the thing to come off. The pot was finally swelled to 
enough to satisfy the pug ilists, both of whom were anxious cnough 
to fight, but not for nothing. The doors of the barn were thcn 
opened and the few spectators admitted. The ring was built in the 
roadway of the barn, and it was about the radest thing of the kind 
ever constructed. It was but little over ten feet across and only 
about sixteen feet long. The rope was stretched along the sides 
and the end. with little or no protection from the upright supports 
and posts of the hay mows on the sides. It was even colder inside 
the barn than outside, and the small crowd shivered and completed 
the freezing-out proccss for another half hour. while the men were 
getting ready. There was considerable trouble to get a referee, 
‘but one was finally agreed upon and a few minutes later the sec- 
onds of the fighters made their appearance and tossed up for cor: 
‘ners. It was hard totell how the winner could have the best of 
it, but Evans was put in the southeast and Marning in the north- 
west points. At3:250clock they were brought down from the 
house all swaddied up in wraps. Evans was the first to strip and 
he showed up ina neat-fitting pair of black tights, with flesh- 
colored hose and black leather shoes. He tipped the beam at i32 
pounds. Manning doffed his outer garments & fo. ec cighs later 
and stepped out with white tights and stockings and black shoes. 
He claimed to have gotten down to 13844 pounds, but looked some- 
what beafier. The crowd was too cold to take much interest in the 
prelimiazies ‘and™ speculated chiefly upon the chances of 
the men’ freezing to death in their nearly-naked costume. 
Some of the formalities were dispensed with, and the men were 
called to time in the first round as soon as possible. Both looked 
earnest and determined, and sparred carefully for an opening. 
After several feints Evans led off with his right, which fell short, 
anc there was an intercharge. Evans forced the fighting, but 
leaving several excellent openings caught Mauning’s right in the 
neck and jaw. They fought savagely at close quarters fora mo- 
ment, clinched and broke away in Manning’s corner, the latter as 
he stepped in the center getting a right-handed clip over the right 
optic that broke the skin and brought first blood, which was 
claimed for Evans and allowed. In the wind up Evans was forced 
to the east door and a body ‘blow sent him half through it, his right 
leg going down through the openiag between the bottom of "the ‘door 
und the barn floor, from which he managed to extricate himself at 
the call of time. The second round was made lively by Manning 
forcing the fighting, for which he got promptly and prettily slugged 
‘by Evans, and it soon became evident to all that the winner would 
be satisfied at the finish that he had been toa fight. An under cut 
. with the left by Manning followed. with a right-hand swing that 
caught Evanson the side of the head, raised him off his feet and 
sent him in a heap against ‘the rough boards at the side. The 
round closed with some ‘beavy close hitting anda square knock- 
down for Manning, who swung his left with good effect. Notwith- 
standing Manning seemed to have stightly the best of the game so 
far, there was not a mark on Evans’-face or body, while his oppo- 
nent already showed punishment and the clip over the left eye 
caused it to swell. In the third Manning led off with his lett; 
Evans countered wit hidileft, and followed up with some hard 
two-handed fighting. Im the wind-up Manning made a clever 
feint with his left and landed his right full on Evans’ 
jaw, knocking him into his corner at the call of time. 
The fourth round was a slugging matinee from Manning's lead. 
both men fighting close and being forced against the ropes repeat- 
edly. After aclinch and break-away in Manning's corner the lat- 
ter got in a square left-hand upper cut oa the jaw and Evans went 
down. An effective right-hand lick in the neck finished the round 
in Manning's favor. The fifth round was clearly in Evans’ favor. 
He countered from Manning’s lead and landed three or four rapid 
licks on his Opponent’s head. In a rush he knocked Manning down 
and let him have a wicked right-handed blow in the back of the 
neck as he was gOing down. Manning’s seconds claimed a foul 
and Evans was warned. There was not much fighting in the sixth 
round, each being wlittte leary of the other. Evans hardly showed 
@ scratch and seemed in a little better wind than his opponent. In 
the seventh Manning did some vigorous work from the leading off, 
doing effective sluggivg with his left. Two or three undercuts that 
caught Evans under the jaw and sct him to blecding at the mouth 
and the pounding he had around the ring showed him to be out- 
matched and almost settled the fight in Mannings favor. The 
‘eighth round was a general rest up for both. Manning’s eye began 
to close. The ninth was all one-sided, Manning getting in a clear 
kpock-dewn and fighting Evans to his quarters all the time. He 
went down in his corner two or three times from the rapid body 
and head blows of the California boy. In the tenth 
Evans was knocked right and left, and a_ileft-handed 
‘swinging blow in the mouth cut his underlip badly. 
Manning forced the fight in an endeavor to finish his man quick- 
ly and rained right and left blows upon his opponent, whose efforts 
and blows had become weak and kittenish. Inthe wind-up they 
clinched in Evans corner, and when time was called at the break- 
away they fell into the arms of their seconds. In the twelfth 
Evans staggered to the call of time and offered but feeble resistance 
to Manning's blows. He hardly got out of his corner and went 
down repeatedly to avoid punishment. He finally sunk to his 


| knees and did not get up and a claim for the fight was made for 


Manning, which the referee declined to allow, and ordered them to 
go atit again. It was useless, however, as Evans was done for. 
He was knocked completely out, and in an effort to respond to 
the call of time, stood up, staggered, and fell in a heap to the 
floor. He could not rise, though he tried to get up, and the ref 
eree gave the fight to Manning. Evans was picked up limp asa 
Tag, and had to be carried from the barn to the house. The fight 
lasted fifty-six minutes, and there was a skurry by the specta- 
tors to make the train into the city. Notwithstanding the fear- 
ful exposure and inconvenience the crowd was put to, every 
man-was satisfied that he had witnessed the best aud most genuine

NEW RULES OF THE LONDON PRIZE RING. 





1—That the ring shall be made on turf, and shall be four-and 

twenty feet square, formed of eight stakes and ropes, the latter ex - 
tending in double lines, the uppermost line being four feet from the 
ground, and the lower two feet from the ground. That iu the cen- 

tre of the ring a mark be formed, to be termed a scratch. 

2—That each man shall be attended to the ring by a second and a 
bottle-holder. That the combatants, on shakiug hands, shall re- 
tire until the seconds of each have tossed for choice of position. 
which adjusted, the winner shall choose his corner according to the 
state of the wind or sun, and conduct his man thereto; the loser 
taking the oppesite diagonal corner. 

3—That each man sball be provided with a handkerchief of a col- 
or suitable to his own fancy, and that the seconds shall entwine 
these handkerchiefs at the upper end of one of the centre stakes. 
That these handkerchiefs shall be called the ‘‘colors ;”’ and that the 
winner of the battle at its conclusion shall be entitled to their pos- 
session as the trophy of victory. 

4—That two umpires shall be chosen by the seconds or backers 
to watch the progress of the battle. and take exception to shy 
breach of the rules hereafter stated. That a referee shall be cho: 
sen by the umpires, unless otherwise agreed on, to whom all dis- 
putes shall be referred; and that the decision of this referee, 
whatever it may be, shall be final, and strictly binding on all par- 
ties, whether as to the matter iv dispute or in the issue of the bat- 
tle. That this official shall receive out of the stakes a sum of £5 
per cent. for officiating. such sum to be deducted by the stake- 

holder either from the amount of the winnings in the case of awin 
or in equitable proportions from each stake in the event of a draw. 

No paymont to be made fn the event of a forfeit or of the referee 
not being called upon to act. That the umpires shall be provided 
with a watch for the purpose of calling time; and that they mutu- 
ally agree upon which this duty stall devolve, the call of that um- 
pire only to be attended to, and no other person whatever, xcept 
the referee when appealed to, shall interfere in calling time. That 
the referee shall withhold all opinions till appealed “to by the um 

pires, and that the ympires strictly abide by his decision without 
dispute. 

5— That on the men being stripped it shall be the duty of the 
seconds tv examine their drawers, and if any objection arise as to 
insertion of improper substances therein, they shall appeal to their 
umpires, who. with the concurrence of the referee, shall direct 
what alterations shall be made. 

6—That in future the spikes in the fighting boots shall be, op. : 
fined to three in number; two to be placed in the broadest part of 
the sole and one in the heel: and that in the event of a msn’s 
wearing any other spikes, either 1n the toes or elsewhere, h3 ‘shall 
be compelled either to remove them or provide other boots properly 
spiked, the penalty for refusal to be a loss of the étakes. 

7—That both men being ready, each shall be conducted to that 
side of the scratch next his corner previously chosen ; and the seo: 
onds on the one side, and the men on the other, having shaken 
hands, the former shall immediately leave the ring, and there re- 

main till the round be finished, on no pretence whatever approach- 
ing their principals during the round, without permission from 
the referee. The penalty to be the loss of the battle to the —_- 

ing parties. p 

8—That at the conclusion of the round, when one or both of the 
men shall be down, the secondsand bottle-holders shall step into. 
the ring and carry or conduct their principal to bis corner, there 
affording him the necessary assistance, and that no person what- 
ever be permitted tointertere in this duty. 

' 9—That on the expiration of thirty seconds the umpire appointed 
shall cry ‘Time,’ upon which each man shall rise from the kuee 
of his bottle-holder and walk to bis own side of the scratch un- 
aided ; the seconds ‘and bottle-hoiders immediately leaving the 
ring. The‘penalty for either of them remaining eight seconds alter 
the call of time to be the loss of the battle to his principal: and 
that either man failing to be at the scratch within eight seconds, 
shall be deemed to have lost the battle. 

10—That on no consideration whatever shall any person, except 
the seconds or the referec, be permitted to enter the ring during 
the battle, nor till it shall have been concluded; and that in the 
event of suc: unfair practicc, or the ropes or stakes being dis- 
turbed or removed; it shall be in the power of the referee to award 
the victory to that man who in his honcst opinion shall have the 
best of the contest. . 

N—That the seconds and bottle-holders shall not interfere, ad 
vise or direct the adversary of their principal, and shall refrain 
from all offeusive and irritating expressions, in all respects con- 
ducting themselves with order and decorum, and confine: them- 
selves to tLe diligent and careful discharge of their duties to the 
principals. 

12—That in picking up their men, should the seconde or bottle- 
holders wilfully injure the antagonist of their principal, the latter 
shall be deemed to have forfeited the battle on the decision of the 
referee. : 
13—That it shall be a fair ‘‘stand-up fight,’’ and if either man 
shall wilfully throw himscif down without receiving a blow. 
whether blows shall have previously been hanged or not, he shall 
be deemed to have lost the battle; but that this rule shall not apply 
to a man who in a close slips down from the grasp of his opponent 
to avoid punishment, or from obvious accident or weakness. 
14—That butting with the head shall be deemed foul, and the 
party resorting to this practice shall be deemed to have lost the 
battle. 
15—That a blow struck when a man is thrown or down, shall be 
deemed foul. That 2 man with one knee and one hand on the 
ground, or with both knecs on the ground shall be deemed dowd ; 
and a blow given in either of these positions shall be considered 
foul, providing always that, when in such position, the man s0 
down shall net himscif strike or attempt to strike. 
1 16—That a blow struck below the waistband shall be deemed 
foul, and that, in a close, seizing an antagonist below the waist, by 
the thigh, or otherwise, shall be deemed foul. A 
17—That all attempts to inflict injury by gouging, or tearing the 
flesh with the fingers or nails, and biting shall be deemed foul. 
18—That kicking, or deliberately falling on an antagonist ‘with’ 
the knees or otherwise when down, shall be decmed foul. 
19—That all bets shall be paid as the battic-moncy, —_ a fight, 
is awarded. 
20—That no person, under any pretence whatever, shall I be per- 
mitted to approach wearer the ring than ten feet, with the excep-

THE CHAMPION POOL PLAYER OF MAINE, 
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RATHER FIGHT THAN EAT. 





Among the candidates talked about tor the succes- 
sion to Riddleberger’s seat in the Senate: is ex-Gov 
“Extra Billy” Smith of Fauquier County, writes an 
Alexandria, Va., correspondent of the St. Louis Globe- 
Democrat. He got this surname by his readiness at 
any time to run for any office, and the willingness— 
almost amounting to eagerness—with which he sought 
participation in duels, either as principal or second. 
While he was Governor of Virginia, before the war 
he was in bis prime; then he sank Into a sort of innoc- 
uous desuetude until now he is resurrected tor the 
senatorship. And be it said, he isas ready as ever tu 
enter acontest, althouzh he is nearly 90 years old. 
“Extra Billy” bas quite # Juelling record and bis sons 
have gained a distinction in the same line. In fact the 
family, taken altugether, has done more fighting on 
the field of honor than perhaps. any family in Vir- 
ginia. “Extra Billy” bimself, while a student at the 
University ot Virginia, began his career as an ex- 
pounder of the code by sending a bullet through the 
wrist of a fellow-student who had insulted him in the 
class room. The incident gave him somewhat ot a 
reputation, and when be was admitted to the bar and 
entered politics he was treated with marked respect 
ny his political opponents, Along in 1846 he increased 
this reputation by his famous dnel with State Senator 
Williams. This conrest was the talk of Virginia at the 
time, and is well remembered by old residents of tbat 
section. It arose froma political quarrel. When the 
combatants faced each other Smith, who was a crack 
shot, asked bis opponent coolly where he wanted to 
receive the bullet. “‘Anyvywhere voucan put it,” an 
swered Williams, defiantly. ‘Very well,” said Smith. 
“I know vou can't hit me, and as Udon’t want to kill 
or injure you badly, I wiil only make a flesh wound in 
the shoulder—the right one.”’ 

When the smoke cleared away after the first’ shot, 
Smith stood sinilingly examining the barrel of his 
pistol while Williams’ weapon dropped to the ground 
and his pistol arm bung bleeding and useless by bis 
s.de. An examination showed that he bad suffered 
a flesh wound in the right shoulder, just as his oppo 
nent had announced befo.ehand. In subsequent 
duels “Extra Billy’ invariably asked bis opponent 
where he wanted the bullet, and complied witb ail 
requests except in one case, when he severely wound- 
ed a@ Man who was a good shot and evidently bent on 
killing. Still, Smith never killed a man, and he has 
come fortb unscathed from all his fights, save fora 


* broken finger which he received on one occasion. 


The eldest son. who Is now United States attorney for 
one of ibe territories, bas a duelling record, which, 
though not so Jong as his father’s, is as eventful. Bo- 
sides participating as second in several! affairs of bon- 
ur and engaging in some bloodless fights as principal 
he distinguished himself a few years ago hy severely 
wounding Mr. William C. Elam, late editor of the 
Richmond Whig. The duel ts still tresh in the public 
memory. lt occurred in an aJjoining county, and 
was as flerce an affair as Virginia has seen for a long 
time. At the first shot neither was hurt. A second 
shot resulted ‘in a trifling flesh wound to young Smith, 
who, however, persisted in fighting it out. At the 
third sbot Eldm received a disabling wound in the 
hin. from whjch he has not yet entirely recovered.

“T tell you, man, she was'a bad one. She screamed 
and bit andeursed and kicked, so that no one could 
put the rope around her neck. Sosome one cracked 
her skull for ber witb a stick, and anotber oue put a 
bulict or two through ber brain.” 

Mr. Betts has not felt freeto tell the story until the 
present time. 
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TWO DEAD MISERS. 





The afternoon of January 7a policeman forced an 
entrance to the rearot the frame dwel!ing No. 1023 
Locust street, Philadelphia, and discovered the dead 
bocies of two old misers Joseph Perry, aged seventy 
three years, and Robert Price, aged sixty-five years. 
The old men were eccentric, and had occupied the 
premises for over thirty vears, altbough neither bad 
performed manual labor tor over eight years. They 
occupied the two rooms on the ground floor, both of 
which were scantily furnished, while the door leading 
to the second floor was locked and barred and nailed 
to keep totruders trom effecting an entrance by that 
meas 

Roth men were known as misers and refus:d to as- 
sociate with any one inthe neighborhood. They al- 
ways Kept the windows tigntly closed, and both were 
never kvown to be absent from the house at the same 
time. All sorts of stories were afloat about the neigh. 
borbood. Some ot the neighbors stated that they were 
known to have money deposited in the Philadelphia 
saving fund and other banking institutions. One 
morning one of the occupants of the adjoining prem.- 
ises notified an officer that neither Perry nor Price 
bad been seen to leave or enter the dwelling for over 
a week, and the officer forced open a window sbutter 
and entered, 
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In the back room he stumbled over the dead body of 
Price. which was lying on the floor, and in the front 
room the body of Perry was found lying on an old 
lounge. Both were terribly emaciated, and bad every 
appearance of having been starved tu death. 

Perry aud his cousin had occupied the house for 

forty years. Jn early life he was employed in what 
was then Samuel Comly’s auction house. Subsequent- 
ly he became a partner and afterward succeeded him 
in business, Perry retired ten years azo, having ac- 
cumulated, it is said, a fortune estimated at trom $100,- 
000 to $250.000, most of which is invested 1n real estate, 
stocks. bonds and mortgages. Price was a carpenter 
by trade and occasionaily did odd jobs inthe neigh 
borhood. Both led the lives of misers. 
. They were suspicious of strangers, and seemed to be 
in constant fear of being robbed. Both it is said were 
ot intemperate habits, and.it is believed that both were 
under the influence of jiiquor when they laid down in 
tbe kitchen of their miseranle, filthy habitation and 
were frozen to death. Three watches, three bank 
checks aggregating $191, one share of stock in the 
Philadelphia, Wilmington aud Baltimore Railroad, 
thirty-six sbares of stock in the massive hall Mana- 
yunk, and several dollarsin gold, silver and fraction- 
al currency were tound among Perry’s eflects, 


HOW GORE BECAME A PLAYER, 








- George Gore, the Chicagv Club’s famous centre- 
fielder, who has signed with the New York Clud for 
this season, is a native of Maine, and the Portland 
Argus thus describes his first appearance in a match 
game: 

Several years agothe Fall Rivers went to Portland 
to play a game with the crack nine of the town. When 
the two clubs appeared upon the field to engage in the 
contest it was discovered that the Purtlands were 
short ofa man, and they were in a dilemma in conse- 
quence, Finally, after the crowd of spectators had 
been canvassed in vain for mn to fill the vacancy, 
a big, strapping, bare-footed fellow, who was the per.

The first ball the Fall Rivers 
knocked was a long and high fly that sailed towacd 
Gore’s territory. All eyesturned in bis direction, and 
tke Portlands mentally kicked themselves as the bat- 
ter began bis round of the bases tor having put a green 
one iv that particular field, supposing, of course, he 
would muff the ball. But Gore was equal to the 
emergency, and spreading tis capacious paws he cap- 
tured tne fly with thesame ease that has since char- 
acterized his play. 

“The Fall Rivers had a pitcher that day who was 
considered a perfect Jerror, and the Portiands went 
down before him like grain in the tace of a high wind. 
When, however, it came Gore’s turn at the plate he 
swung the bat around with giant strength, met the 
ball and lifted it far over the center fielder’s head, to 
the great astonishment of everybody, including the 
Fall Rivers themselves. Throughout the game he 
distinguished bimse!f, capturing fly after fly as they 
came bis way, aud hitting the ball every time he went 
tothe bat. He was the bero of the day and the ad- 
miration ofall.
